PROCESSORS, 

As students, you may be 
J worried about nutrition and full 
jof good will about it. So 
jthings have to be said now, 
before your freedom of thought 
is destroyed by the obcession of 
the food industry, (your future 
boss), for short-term 
profitability. Of course, the 
industry carries a certain will 
of giving a bit of nourishment 
as a bonus with it's tasty and 
pleasant processed foods, mostly 
to please the mar- ket. Even 
in the cases where good will is 
present, "nutrition" is reduced 
(with the blessing of modern 
|nutritionists)to a few easy- 
to-add vitamins, amino acids, 
minerals. 

Thus, firms in their great 
wisdom, are permitted to refine 
[food as much as they want, add 
a few chemicals thought to be 
the important ones in the 
original food and claim it to be 
wholly nutritious. The big 
question is who tells the firms 
that the unknown components 
are n ot important? 
Th iris Th6 basis of Ross Hume 
Hall's thesis. Dr. Hall is bio 
I chemistry teacher at McMaster 
University. His book, " Food 
for Nought, the Decline in 
Nutrition" is a wide ranging, 
scientifically based study of the 
present food system, and a 
[critique of modern blinded 
nutrition, which reduces food to 
I what we know of it's structure. 

It includes information that 
we, people of food science, 
food chemistry, nutrition must 
consider before perpetuating 
today's food industry . 
Modifications to nature's order, 
! especially regarding food, are 
not a game.. .No one can predict 
to what extent man is made of 
what he eats. No one (even 
the best nutritionists) really 



knows how the human race will 
react to the establisment, in 
the past 50 years, of a new 
diet, where more than half of 
the calorie intake consists of 
highly processed foods, such as, 
highly refined flour, vegetable 
protein products or modified 
fats? 

Let me finally stress that our 
understanding, of such new 
approaches, is of prime 
importance to the health of the 
food industry and people in 
general. Ecologists are too 
easily brought to silence by the 
food industry, and even by some 
of our teachers and students, as 
" fearfull, ignorant and folkloric 
people". Consumer groups have 
a little more power in that 
they can change public opinion 
and in turn change the market's 
tastes. But, criticism of food 
processing shouldn't be left to 
them alone. Food students 
have a word to say in the 
improvement of the food 
system. They are provided with 
a scientific background, some 
technological knowledge and will 
be the future food processors. 
They are therefore in a good 
position to sift through the 
industrial procedures and 
thereby preserve the useful and 
truely wholesome ones, from a 
new nutritional standpoint. 
Finally, let me add that 
attempts are being made to 
invite Dr. Ross Hall as a 
speaker at the end of this 
semester. If this could be 
arranged, all agricultural 
students, food sc. students, 
medicine and biochemistry 
people would find an interesting 
and serious new point of view. 
It might also give a new 
orientation to food science, 
other than being a golden way 
to General Foods.

Not an 
impossible request for a 
famished student prepared to 
swallow just about anything 
provided someone else put it 
together. Surprize surprize and 
let me tell you i*m not easily 
shaken, but, all i found to eat 
was fried grease, a good helping 
of candy bars and six charming 
ladies ready to serve me. 
Can this be real i asked myself 
?? MAC attacks are not what 
they use to be. Some 
imagination seems to be 
lacking.

Mr. Patterson stated 
this was necessary to make it 
worthwhile. "If you can assure 
me that 50 people a day will 
eat from a salad bar, I"ll put 
one in.) 

Now, that was on a Monday, 
the following days saw 
announcements in the Mac 
mouthpiece of a salad bar to 
begin the week after. "Salad 



Bar" for $2.19 ?? I can't help 
thinking of the discouraged 
students who have waited so 
long for an improvement in the 
food services. Who is going to 
pay $2.19 for Iceberg lettuce 
and macaroni?? I emphasized 
to Mr. Patterson the need for a 
quality salad bar...i was NOT 
impressed. ..nor was i alone. 
Many of the responses to the 
survey indicate price and 
quality dissatisfaction with the 
salad bar. 

The survey results are 
encouraging and for those of 
you who took the time to fill 
them out — Thanks — if you 
want to put in a little more 
effort, a polite suggestion to 
Mr. Patterson can go a long 
way. He is found beside the 
CC main office (ask Mrs. Brown 
if all else fails). 
The full results were presented 
to Mr. Patterson this week, and 
will be published in the next 
HARVEST. 

PRELIMINARY RESULTS Of the 
115 students who filled out the 
questionaire 65 said they used 



the snack bar. Of those 65 
students, ^5 indicated *NO' they 
are not satisfied with the 
quality of the food. 

Are you satisfed with the food 
offered in the vending 
machines?? 99 responses were 
filled: 13-yes, 71 -no, 15-never 
use them. 

Please, let your voices be heard 
quickly before the week is 
out. ..there is still time to 
effect change, especially with 
some creative suggestions and 
smiles Qnot chucklese.

CAUSE STUDY PROBLEMS 



(RNR-CUP) Fluorescent lights 
may hurt your eyes and your 
homework. 

Studies in Texas, Florida and 
California show an increase in 
health problems and 
hyperactivity among students 
who work under flourescent 
lights. Researchers in Florida 
report improvements in 
schoolwork one week after 
switching from fluorescent to 
incandescents. 

And in schoolrooms in Texas 
and California, teachers noticed 
students transferred to older 
rooms with incandescent lighting 
reported fewer cases of 
headaches, nausea, "buzzing- 
eyes" and the inability to sit 
still. 

"Learning" magazine says 
fluorescent lights don't include 
certain colours of the spectrum, 
emit low-level radiation, and 
tend to "flicker" as they glow. 



Nevertheless, says "Learning", 
Fluorescent lighting is used in 
most new public buildings, 
including schools and colleges. 

And why you might ask are we 
submitted to this inhumane 
treatment?? I personally, 
appreciate proffessors who turn 
off the tubes, because, buzzing 
in the evenings are not only 
more appropriate, but, a heck 
of lot more fun.

TREES IN THE GARBAGE ! the course evaluatioiTT 



Did you know that there is a 
waste paper collection program 
on the campus? (It collects 
white and colored paper, but, 
not the newspapers for the time 
being). This recycling activity 
stems from a joint initiative of 
a group of students, the 
Ecological Agricultural Project 
and the "Centre d'animation en 
Ecologie", the latter being a 
community group in Montreal 
involved in the transportation, 
sorting and marketing of the 
recycled paper. This was 
initiated a year and a half ago. 
Hitherto, the participation in 
the paper collection program 
was satisfactory and the 
"Centre d'animation en 
Ecologie" came several times to 
pick-up the paper collected on 
the campus and sold it to 
finance their non-profit 
activities. However, although 
the janitor services seemed to 
handle the recycled paper quite 
effectively from the offices of 
the main buildings, there has 
recently been some problems in 
the coordination of the 
established project, which 
seriously threatens its long term 
viability... 

In fact, since last December, 
the paper is no longer 
collected, to the gr^at surprise 
of those who have been 
recycling. For one reason or 
another, nobody called or was 
able to reach the"Centre 
d'animation en Ecologie" to 
advise them that they should 
come to pick up the paper piled 
in the waste storage room. 



Since the accumulated paper 
represented a nuisance, the 
janitors decided to let it go 
with the next waste load. As 
such delays were experienced 
previously, it was decided at 
the same time to stop the 
project. Soon after, the 
recycling barrels throught the 
College dissapeared (some of 
you may have noticed...e.g: at 
the library). 

At a time when a similar 
system is being established at 
JAC (^0% now) by people who 
found that college recycling was 
a great idea, does the 
Macdonald community want to 
make a step backwards on the 
conservation path? Is this 
paper going to waste or could 
be used to sponsor original 
projects (needed these days) and 
at the same time, relieve our 
already badly mistreated 
environment??? 

I personnally hope that this 
project will "catch on" again 
with an even larger response 
from all of us. (Small action is 
better than inaction. ..and it 
may lead to something else.) 
For the time being, however, it 
may take a little while before 
the recycling barrels reappear 
on campus.

This appears 
rather critical when you hear 
some teachers nearly telling 
their students to be nice in 
their evaluation, as it will be 
considered when their contract 
is renegociated. 

The AUS has in hand a hot 
issue that may finally allow 
students to express and be 
aware of the evaluation of 
every course given. This may 
bring about constructive 
criticism and highly appreciated 
changes( for utopic people).

Kenya Breakfast Recipe: U J I 



To make a breakfast for 2 
people, mix a cupful of finely 
ground white corn flour in 
about 2 cups of water (for 
better flavour let the flour 
ferment for 1-2 days).

B. ScXAgr) Controversy 



Over the last two weeks, a 
lot people have been 
campaigning for a change in the 
degree title of Biological 
Science and Renewable 
Resource students. Many 
students feel that potential 
employers might be put off by 
a BSc(Agr) when hiring for 
biological or resource positions. 

Student concern is 
widespread as well as vocal. In 
the vote Jan. 20th and 21st, 
80% felt that their BSc(Agr) 
degree will not accuractly 
reflect their studies. 75% would 
like their degree title changed. 
The vote had 79% participation 
among those involved. 

Dr. Jean David, the 
Associate Dean, met with 
students Jan. 20th to discuss 
the problem. It turns out that 
the Faculty administration did 
not want Bio. Science and Ren. 
Resouce students to receive 



BSc(Agr) degrees when the two 
programs were established in 
the early 70's. 

The Administration felt a BSc 
degree would be more 
appropriate. However, the 
Faculty of Science downtown 
asserted that it alone had the 
right to grant ordinary BSc 
degrees. The McGill senate 
agreed with the Faculty of 
Science and Macdonald was 
forced to give the students 
involved BSc(Agr) degrees. 

With that precedent, it is 
doubtful that the Senate would 
approve the change to a BSc 
degree now. As for creating a 
new degree, BSc(Ren. Res.) or 
BSc(Agr Biol) for example. Dr. 
David said it would have to be 
approved by the Senate and the 
Provincial government, as well. 
As one post-grad said,"This sort 
of change is a lot like 
elephants mating: 



it occurs at a high level; you 
don't see the results for years; 
and it only happens after a 
great deal of kicking and 
screaming." It is easy to get 

cynical dealing with the 
bureaucracy involved. 

So what can we do to 
improve our situation now? You 
can include a short note with 
your employment applications 
reinforcing that while your 
degree says agriculture you 
studied ecology, wildlife, micro, 
or land planning. Perhaps the 
Faculty administration could 
help out here with something 
official-looking. Also, if you 
apply for government jobs make 
an appointment to see the 
Biological Science officer at the 
Public Service Commission. 
He/she can ensure your 
application was processed 
properly to make you eligible 
for biological positions. In any 



case, the trick is to get passed 
the secretary and get a chance 
to sell yourself to the person 
actually doing the hiring. 

The most important 
off-shoot of this controversy 
has been to demonstrate how 
easily students can organize and 
bring their case to the Faculty. 
It has also shown us how open 
the Faculty is to discussion. Dr. 
David and other staff members 
at the past meeting supplied 
frank answers and put forward 
some thought-provoking ideas. 
If students have the initiative, 
similar discussions in each 
department on such topics as 
course content and evaluation 
could be beneficial for both 
students and Faculty. The 
hurdle being to avoid 
confrontation and yet gain 
improvement.

A.U.S. Report 



During the first term, most of 
the activities of the 
Agricultural Undergraduate 
Society were related to the 
course/instructor evaluation. An 
Ad Hoc Committee to review 
the Faculty 's current method 
of course/instructor evaluation 
has been created. The six 
members of this committee 
(Eugene Donefer, David Niven, 
Laurie Baker, Diane Labrecque, 
Marie-France Brunelle, Pierre 
Roy) met for the first time in 
early December. This first 
contact was really promising 
regarding the quality of output 
that came from it. 
The terms of reference of the 
committee are to appraise the 
effectiveness of 1) the form 
currently in use, 2) the use to 
which the evaluations are put 
at the departmental level. 



The committee has to submit a 
report to the Faculty during the 
month of February. This means 
that the committee members 
will meet often during January 
and February. To help the 
committee in its actions and 
recommendations, the University 
Center for Teaching and 
Learning Services sent its 
experts. The A. U.S. and the 
F.S.U.S. have good reasons to 
believe that this committee will 
fullfill its duty and that 
students will see improvement 
in teaching in the Facult 
A note to close this article: i.ie 
A. U.S. has funds available for 
student's organizations. So if 
you have a project and need 
money to realize it come see 
us with your budjet.
